2. I heartily welcome your suggestion (paragraph 6, referenced 
memorandum) to detail an ORR representative to participate in the 
activities of OCR’s Automation Development Group. We are ready to 
accept such a detail immediately. Please inform us of the name of 
the individual you select. 

3. I am pleased to note your interest in the application of 
advanced data processing machines to some of the problem areas of ORR 
research. The several Registers of this Office are well aware of the 
growing interests in this field on the part of OCR consumers and, as 
you know, I have a strong personal interest in such equipment through 
my association with the mechanical translation effort. I am at the 
present moment seeking to establish a firm justification for acquisition 
by OCR of computer-typo equipment. Further clarification of the nature 
and scope of those data requirements your Office is generating which 
might best be handled with advanced electronic equipment would be 
extremely timely and helpful

1. The indexing by the Special Register of all pre-195U Russian 
area materials (c. lii,000 reports), as requested in paragraph 1 of 
the referenced memorandum, would, of course, infringe upon the present 
service program of the Register and would limit SR’s ability to under- 
take new projects of the sort you desire.

1. The Special Register reports to me an increase in demand 
by your Office for compilations and tabulations in various fields 
and for innovations in machine analyses. Notable among the interests 
that have been expressed are those from your Guided Missiles Branch 
and your Aircraft Branch for projects to provide rapid collation of 
extensive data I certainly agree that 

these areas of TrrteU^enc^researcl^ai^benefit 25X3 

coverage. With the new projects which we accept from your people NSA 

goes the problem of manpower allocation in the Register. As new 
projects are received we are forced to re-examine our priorities and 
suggest the discontinuance or modification of present projects. The 
paragraph below makes such a suggestion. 


2. The Special Register has a backlog of some 100,000 pre-1954 
^^Ttem^iot indexed. This backlog contains considerable Russian 25X3 

material as well as a wide variety of other series . ^Se^^™ 

For collateral materials, this Office considers documents W§& 
older than 5 years of nominal value, and space and other considerations 
have dictated here their retirement to the Records Cen ter. I propose 
to deal similarly with the pre-195^^^^^^H|^^^^H Effective 25X3 

1 November 1958 only emergency servic^o^rhes^aaterials will be NSA 

provided by the Special Register, unless you can show substantial 
requirement for this older material.
